II,  The  proceedings  in  the  foregoing  cases  having  been  submitted  by 
the  Commanding  General  of  the  Department  of  South  Carolina,  Georgia 
and  Florida,  for  the  consideration  of  the  President,  under  the  Article  of 
War,  for  pardon  or  mitigation,  he  has  been  pleased  to  extend  to  the  several 
parties  the  Executive  clemency ;  and  therefore  directs,  in  mitigation  of 
the  punishment  adjudged  by  the  Court,  that  the  sentence  in  each  of  the 
cases  be  changed  to  hard  labor,  with  ball  and  chain  attached  to  the  leg, 
for  the  period  of  twelve  months,  a  forfeiture  of  monthly  pay  for  the  same 
period  of  time,  and  confinement  in  the  guard  house  whenever  not  em- 
ployed at  hard  labor.  This  order  will  be  cairied  into  effect  under  the 
direction  of  the  Commanding  General  of  the  Department. 

III.  The  General  Court  Martial,  by  -which  the  above  named  cases  were 
tried,  is  hereby  dissolved.
